ANOTHER SHIP TO TRY 
TO BEAT BLOCKADE 


The Shanghai blockade situation has taken a new turn with the 
arrival yesterday of two United States destroyers at the scene 
of the shelling of the Isbrandtsen freighter Flying Arrow off 
the Yangtse and the announcement that another American 
ship, the Brooklyn Heights, has cleared in Hong Kong for 


Shanghai. 


It is reported that the two American destroyers will remain to escort the 
Flying Arrow to any port but Shanghai. 
The Brooklyn Hoights, carrying a similar cargo to the Flying Arrow, is 
expected to loave Hong Kong today in an ondoayour to run the Na- 


tionalist blockade.

The Poking radio said today that the Chincso Communist ‘Govornment had 
accepted the offers of recognition by Britain and Coylon, but, at the 
same timo scathingly questioned Britain's sincerity, and said -thoro wos 
some doubt she would bo able to live up to the agreqment. 


The broadcast! which seemed to throw cold water 
upon mutual recognition and exchange of 
envoys, centred its attack upon the British 
Government’s “London Press Service” which

“If {t is good business for na~ 
thons to help their businessmen,” 
sald) Mr, Aurell, ‘it must be 
similarly advantageous for tho 
United States to help her Inter- 
national businessmen.” 

Long viow 

Speaking as president of tho 
American Chamber of Commerce 
in Japan, Mr, Aurel) called on Dr, 
Jessup to use his influence tn tho 
U.S, State Department, "so that 
there may be developed a more 
helpful policy” in connection with 
the problems of Amarican busi- 
nessmen in Japan. 

Bpeaking briefly, Dr. - Jessup 
anid he oxpects to sce eome 
marked polittoal changes tn the 
Orlont. He did not say when he 
expected to see these changes 
and Indloated he was not epoak- 
Ing about Japan, 

He was quoted by those attend- 
ing the meeting as saying he was 
not concerned with the {mmediate 
problems of firms in Japan but 
was Interested in tho “long view" 
over the next couple of decades. 

He said he thought the expected 
politicnl changes in the Orient 
will bave an effect on the econo- 
mic situation in Japan—-but did 
not say how.

London, January 9. 

The Russian representative, 
Mr. George  Zarubin, in ,the

Submitting a plan to prevent 
a threatened battle between the 
Nationalists and the Communists 
for Talwan, now the scat of the 
Nationalist headquarters, Mr. 
Smith proposed that America 
should consider a joint occupa~ 
tion of the island with the No- 
tlonalists “until such time as the 
ultimate sovereignty of the Is- 
land Js determined.” 


Speaking during a debate on 
China policy, he sald that he had 
first bronched his iden to the Sec- 
eretary of State, Mr. Dean Ache- 
son, by letter on December 27. 


Mr, Smith, member of the 
Senate Forelyn Relations Com- 
mittee who tecently toured Tal- 
wan, made it clear that United 
States occupation would mean 
only the establishment of a 
joint politico! authority and 
would not Involve the sending of 
American trcops to the island. 


He also specified that ond of 
hostiiitles by the Natlonallets 
would Include the lifting of 
their biookado. 


He said that his plan would 
go far to deter the Communists 
from Invading the. Island. 


“The United States, could pur- 
sue its policy of friendship and 
support for, the free Chinese 
peuple without assuming o dan- 
gerous and unlimited milltary 
commitment,” he said.—Reuter,
